dom from coming. No man can get
down and pray 'Thy kingdom come,’
and have a beer wagon back up to his
door and put beer In the Ice box. No
man can get down on his knees and
pray ‘Thy kingdom come' and then go
out and vete for the whisky gang. No
man can pray ‘Thy kingdom come' and
lopk at God through the bottem of a
beer glass, No man ci4n pray ‘Thy
kingdom come' and go to o card party
Waednesday evening instend of prayer
mesting. No man ean pray ‘Thy king-
dom come' and keep a woman on the
side. (Jod won't stand for It., If you
want God's will done you would do God's
will, even If it took every drop of blood
in vour body to do It. Preachers, stand
up snd tell how some of your pecpls
pray. God has more respect for an out-
and-out infidel than for & four-flushar,

‘“rop many men today say thelr prayers
in & way that reminds me of the tricks
that the boys used to play on Halloween,
They would run up and ring a door bell,
or tle a tlok-tack to the window and
then got over in the next yvard and pull
the siring. And when some woman
would comes to the door and say, “What
s 417 they would run away. People
pray, and If God answered thelr prayers
they would say. "Why, L?rd. Are you
there? I didn't expect you. Homa peo-
ple pray a» M they never expected any-
thing, and they never gel anything: they
are never dlsappointed, How would you
fosl If your best friends treated you am
you treat God?
